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ANY people have a wrong notion concerning the meaning of liberty, whether 
personal, civil, or religious. We have jails and oe weg an to take care 
of those who would exercise too great personal liberty. Every law on the 
Statute books (and such laws afe being increased every year) aims at cur- 
tailing the personal liberty of the people. : 

The Eighteenth Amendment to the Constitution of the United States took 
from men the right to manu re and to sell spiritous drinks. Thousands 
of people have insisted on the right to make such beverages for their own 

use, and now new laws are being drafted to stop this liberty. 

Christ authorized His Church to legislate for the good of religion and of souls, yet 
people hold that she has no right to obligate her subjects either to do anything or to 
avoid anything. 

The Church is a perfect society the same as the State, and every such society must 
have the right to stipulate the conditions on which membership in the institution may 
be had. The Masonic Order, every fraternal«lodge, claim the right both to determine 
who are“eligible and to expel members who fail to comply with their requirements. 
They do not curtail a man’s liberty; he is free to stay out, and free to quit. No one is 
forced to remain a Catholic; but if he chooses to retain practical membership in the 
Church, he must comply with her reasonable laws. ' 

The things which enemies of the Church hold that she has no right to exact of 
men are things which were definitely imposed by Almighty God Himself, from Whom 
there is no appeal; for instance, “If thou wilt enter into life, keep the cpmmandments” ; 
“He that believeth not will be condemned.” 

Religious liberty for Catholics is curtailed only where God Himself curtails it. 
Their Church has never gone further than Christ, her Founder, in restricting free 
thought and liberty of action. The Catholic Church believes in religious liberty under 
the gospel law, just as you believe in civil liberty under the civil law. Defiance of law, 
whether divine or human, is not an exercise of religious liberty. The Protestant, who 
regards the Bible as an infallible authority, and feels compelled to follow it, is surely 
no more free religiously than the Catholic who believes the same thing, while he accepts 
the interpretation which the Supreme Court of the Church gives to its disputed meaning.

The June issue of “The New Age,” an official Masonic 
organ, is dévoted almost exclusively to anti-Catholic and 
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anti-Irish propaganda. Some of the oldest fables and 
éalumnies are revived and made to do service. But what 
strikes us most is the obvious insincerity of the tone of two 
of the articles. The first on “The Pope and Freemasonry” 
seeks to discredit the Holy Father’s condemnation of 
Masonry or the ground that the Masonic Order is not a secret 
sotiety!

(Capitals ours). | O’Connors, Campbells na ages 4 tr and Saber o amseaie tnd Bp mate 
Agaifist this statement, we would like to place in “deadly | sro, Sir coustry s,, stes age by falling into the hands of Cath- 
parallel” the words of Dr. Albert G. Mackey jin his “Encyclo- 
paédia. of Freemasonry,” an official publication: 
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“The two virtues which it is particularly the symbolical 
design of the Select Master’s degree to inculcate are secrecy 
and silence these virtues constitute the very essence 
of all Masonic character.” 


That the general idem that Masonry IS a secret society, 
and that its tenets and teachings are known only to the 
initiate, is evident from the passage which we shall quote 
from the official Masonic publication “Morals and Dogma of 
the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry, Pre- 
pared for the Supreme Council,” ete. by Albert Pike, 
acknowledged te be the foremost exemplar of Masonry and 
the most authoritatiye Masonic author: 
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“The Blue Degrees are but the outer court or portico of 
the Temple. Part of the symbols are displayed there to the 
Initiate, but he is intentionally misled by false interpreta- 
tions. It is not intended that he shall understand them; 
but it is Antended that he shall imagine he «tnderstands 
them. Their true explication is reserved for. the Adepts, 
the Princes of Masonry. .... Masonry is_ the veritable 
Sphinx, buried to the héad in the sands heaped around it 
by ages.” Again, says Pike: “Masonry . : “conceals its 
secrets from all except the Adepts and Sages, or the Elect, 
and uses false explanations and misinterpretations of its 
symbols to mislead those who deserve only to be misled; 
to conceal the Truth. which it calls Light, from them, and 
to draw them away from it.” 
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From the above quotations (quotations, mind you, not 
from some bigoted anti-Masonic writer, but from an official 
Masonic publication by an acknowledged exponent of the 
vigher degrees of the Order) it would seem that not only are 
the tenets and teachings of, Masonry not “as open .... as 
the sunshine of heaven,” but that multitudes of true and 
accepted Masons do not know thém, but are intentionally 
deceived as to them.. *’Phe writer of the article in “The New 
Age” is a thirty-sdeond degree Mason. As such he should 
well know the inneg.character of the organization to which 
he belongs. But either he or Pike must be mistaken as to 
Masonry being a secret society. We would not suggest that 
éither is giving the public a taste of the same misleading with 
which they favor the members: of the lower degrees of their 
Order.
